WOMEN SOURCE OF CRIME. 


BISHOP ‘SPALDING ATTRIBUTES 
THREE-FOURTHS OF SIN TO SEX. 


Peoria Priest Tells Charities Confer- 
ence at Detroit That Greater Part of 
'Depravity and Poverty Is Due to Fe- 
males--Poor Need Justice and Pro- 
tection from Politicians Rather 
than Alms—Warns Against. Hasty 

| 
Detroit, Mich., June 1.—[{Spectal.}—In a 
sermon before 2,000 visitors at the National 
Conference of Charities and Corrections this 
afternoon, the Rt.-Rev. John Lancaster 
Spalding, Roman Catholic Bishop of Peoria, 
III., laid the responsibility for three-fourths 
of the sin and depravity, the crime, and in- 
digence, and poverty of America at the door 

of the women of the country. | 
More than half the audience at the Light. 
Guard Armory were of the fair sex, and they 


| joined the men in applauding Bishop Spald- 


ing to the echo. 

Later, in his sermon, Bishop Spalding ar- 
gued for forcfble restriction of marriages 
among reckless and too youthful persons, 
and declared that, if man shall learn to dp 
for his fellow-men what science and human- 
tty have taught him to do for the lower ani- 
mals, the world will be much better than it is 
today. 

Power of Women for Evil. 

“The women in our homes decide how we 
shall build and furnish our houses,“ said 
They determine what we 
shall eat, and wear, and read; they select 
our friends, and even decide the important 
questions of religion, They put wordsof the 
native tongue into the mouthe of the chil- 
dren, and influence them powerfully in their 
growth to manhood and womanhood. . 

“If the women of the land were more 
large-minded, more thoughtful, more intelli- 
gem, three-fourths of the depravity and sin 
that curse present day life would disappear. 
The seat of the development of the child is 
in the home. To her man must leave the 
training of the b oye and girls that are to be 
the fathers and mothers ofthe future. Shall 
woman be false, ungrateful, and traitorous 
to the trust that man has reposed in her? 


Poor in Need of Justice. 


It is more than pity that we need to have 
for the poor and unfortunate. We need to 
give them justice, which is the first and 
greatest charity. Evil in this day has its 
source in ‘political corruption that taints our 


whole public life. 


“In municipalities particularly this 10 
influence disheartens the most courageous 
and makes reform seem impossible. It 
thrives in the saloon, the brothel, and the 
gambling hell, and perverts the public con- 
science. If in the home, the school, and the 
church, where woman's love is potent for 
good, the sentiment were implanted that cor- 
rupt politicians are more dangerous to the 
nation, the State, and the city than are the 
convicts of the penitentidries, what a power 
for good the women of the land might be. 


Prisons Nurseries for Crime. 

„Our city prisons and station-houses and 
our county jails and county poorhouses are 
“veritable nurseries for the development of 
crime. The poor fill the prisons largely be- 
cause they are unable to * fines and es- 
cape the prisen bars. 

It is the part of wisdom to refuse to yield 
unreservedly to our American spirit of 
optimism. We call the ages long ago the 
dark ages. May not the men and women 
of the future look back upon our history and 
call us also the people of a darker age than 
theirs? We are under the tyrannous sway 
of commercialism and expansion. Those 


who prefer money to truth and learning are | 


degenerates.”’ 


Easier to Be Generous than Just. 

It is easier to be genérous than to be 
just, * said Bishop Spalding, taking up the 
subject of organized charity. ‘‘ The poor 
love the poor because they give their time 
and sympathy And encouragement to each 
other. They do not love the even, who give 
them only money. 

‘‘Man's chief value does not lie in his 
ability to conquer with the sword nor to get 
money. We must give to the poor our sym- 
pathy more than our money. Personal in- 
fluence, not almsgiving, is the power 288 
shall pave them from themselves.

Let us now 
pray for a long and happy peace, he called 
for three cheers, finishing with The King, 
God biess him.“ 

Then the crowds began marching, singing, 
and shouting. Bands appeared on many 
corners and street fakers did a lively trade in 
tin horns, rattles, mouth organs, and other 
devices for adding to the din that was con- 
stantly increasing. 

At midnight the streets resembled the 
scené on Mafeking night, when hilarity ran 
lot and men seemed to have lost their 
senses. 

Tong Negotiations for Peace. 

The negotiations for peace began two years 
ago, but the first efforts te agree upon terms 
were unsuccessful, for the reason that the 
Boers held out steadily for independence and 
the British, while willing to concede prac- 
tically ‘everything else needed to rehabilitate 
the south African republics, persistently re- 
fused to even consider the question of Boer 
independence. | 

The first overture for peace was made by 
Presidents Kruger and Steyn, on March 5, 
1900, seven days after the surrender of Cronje 
and his army at Paardeberg. In a telegram 
to Lord Salisbury the two PresNents offered 
peace on the basis of the complete indepen- 
dence of the two republics. This offer was 
refused by Lord Salisbury, who in his reply 
gave to the world for the first time the an- 
nouncement that Great Britain proposed to 
annex the Orange Free State and the Trans- 
vaal republic. 

McKinley Offers Mediation. 

On March 13, 1900, President McKinley 
made an effort to extend the friendly offices 
of the United States in the interests of peace. 
Through Ambassador Choate at London 
President McKinley informed the British 


government that the governments of the 


Transvaal Republic and the Orange Free 
State had requested the United States to 
intervene in the struggle. He communi- 
cated the request, expressing the earnest 
hope that a way might be found to bring 
about peace. He informed Lord Salisbury 
that he would be glad in any friendly man- 
ner to ald in bringing about the desired re- 
sult. 
To President McKinley's mote lord Salis- 
bury replied that the government of Great 
Britain did not propose to accept the inter- 
vention of any power in the settiement of 
south African affairs. 

Lord Salisbury’s reply to President Me- 
Kinley was in effect a notification to the 
powers of Europe that their intervention 
in behelf of the Boers would be resisted even 
to the extent of war. The European powers 
accepted the note in that spirit and from 
that day all thought of European interven- 
tion, if it had existed at all, was abandoned. 

Kruger Goes to Europe. 

The fortunes of war in the year 1900 com- 
pelled President Kruger to abandon Pre- 
, torla. He resolved to go to Europe and 
make @ persona! appeal to France, Germany, 
and Russia for intervention in behalf of 
the Boers. He sailed from Lorenzo Marquez 
in a Dutch warship and landed at Marseilles

Kruger was 
unable even to discuss the project of inter- 
vention. On Dec. 1 he started for Berlin to 
see the Emperor of Germany. At Cologne 
he was informed that the Kaiser could not 
receive him. He therefore proceeded to Hol- 

land, where he received an enthusiastic wel- 

come and an asylum. But the attitude of 

France and the refusal of the Kaiser to re- 

ceive him was sufficient reason for the other 

continental powers to turn @ deaf ear to all 

projects of intervention. 

5 Appeal to United States. 

In the meantime three Boer agents, Messrs. 
Wessels, Fisher, and Wolmerans, had visited 
several European countries and the United 
States. They received no official recogni- 
tion from any of the powers, and have since 
the summer of 1900 spent most of their time 
in Holland as advisers to President Kruger. 

Botha Asks for Terms. 

On Feb. 22 negotiations for peace between 
Lord Kitchener and General Louis Botha 
were arranged by Mrs. Botha, who arranged 
for a conference between the two command- 
ers-in-chief. | 

After several days’ correspondence by 
cable the.British government authorised 
Lord Kitchener to offer terms to General 
Botha. — | 

These terms General Botha, on behalf of 
the Boers, declined to accept, declaring they 
were little better than those England would 
be compelled to grant even if the Boers were 
completely subjugated. | | 

On July 5 President Kruger, having re-

Dutch Offer of Mediation. 

On Jan. 28 all England was excited 
by the announcement in the House of Com- 
mons by A. J. Balfour that the Dutch gov- 
ernment had offered to act as a. negotiator 
for peace between Great Britain and the

There was 
a general feeling of disappointment when a 
few days later it was learned that the Dutch 
government had only requested permission 
to send two envoys to south Africa to dis- 
cuss the situation with the fighting Boers. 
On Feb. 8 the British government formally 
declined to grant the request. 
Final Negotiations Begin. 

Great Britain hedrd no more of peace 
negotiations until March 23, when the news 
of the arrival at Pretoria of Acting Presi- 
dent Schalk Burger, General Botha, and 
other representatives of the former Trans- 
vaal republic, was made public. They 
had a brief interview with Lord 
Kitchener and then proceeded to Kroon- 
stad, where they remained for eighteen 
Gays in preliminary negotiations. with 
Steyn, De Wet, Delarey, and other 
Orange Free Staters. On Wednesday, April 
9, the Transvaal and Orange Free State 
civil and military representatives aseem- 
bled. at Klerksdorp for final conference, 
and on Saturday. April 12, both delegations 
proceeded to Pretoria, where the conditions 
upon which they: were willing to agree to 
peace were laid before Lord Kitchener. 

These. conditions were cabled to the war 
office Saturday evening. They were first 
considered at 1 o'clock in the morning ot 
April 18 at a Ministerial conference at the 
London residence of Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary for the Colonfes. At this confer- | 
ence there were present, besides Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Duke of Devonshire, Sec- | 
retary of War Brodrick, and the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Sunday afternoon, April. 13, Secretary. 
Chamberlain held a long conference’ with 
King Edward at Buckingham palace, and 
all London felt that peace was at last at 
hand. 

Several anxious days of surprise ensued, 
and then it was announced that the Boer 
leaders would return to their various com- 
mandoes and submit the British terms to 
the. fighting burghers in the field. This, i 
was stated, would require a further delay | 
of several weeks. 

It was not until May 15 that the Boer 
leaders reassembled. at Pretoria for the 
final conference. The negotiations dragged

STRUGGLE WAS A LONG ONE. 


Story of the Heroic Defense Made by 
Boer Republics to Save Their 
Independence, 


The war between England and the two 
Dutch republics of south Africa began with. 
the Boer ultimatum, sent to the English gov- 
ernment by President Kruger on Oct. 9, 1809. 

The patriotism and courage of the Boers | 
had never been questioned, but the heroic 
audacity of their ultimatum to one of the 
foremost powers of the globe took the world 
by surprise and won for the burghers the. 
enthusiastic sympathy of perhaps every peo- 
ple in both hemispheres. | 


England Found Unprepared, 

England herself was unprepared for the 
-ultimatum. True, 10,000 soldiers from India | 
were on their way to south Africa and a 
force of 12,000 men had been assembled in 
northern Natal under General George Stuart 
White. A force of perhaps 2,500 men, con- 
sisting mostly of colonials, had been sta- 
tioned at Kimberley to protect the diamond 
mines, and less than a thousand had gathered 
at Mafeking to defend the railway leading 
northward into Rhodesia. 

The British frontiers in south Africa were, 


practically a foregone conclusion for months 
that the prolonged negotiation over the de- 
mands of the uitlanders could only end the 


hostilities. 
Boers Cross the Frontier. 
The ultimatum expired on Oct. 11 and on 
‘that day the Boer forces invaded British 
territory, one force crossing the line into 
Bechuanaland, north of Kimberley, and a 
still larger one invading northern Natal 
through Laing’s Nek. 
The Boers lost no time in beginning his- 
tilities. On Oct. 12 they fired the first gun of 
the war, attacking an armored train at 
Kraai Pan, north of Kimberley, and shed- 


day Kimberley and Mafeking were besieged 
and railroad and telegraphic communication 

In northern Natal hostilities opened on 
Oct. 18 with the battle of Dundee, in which 
General Symons, with 3,400 men was at- 
tacked by a forcé of 7,000 Boers. The Boers 
were repulsed, but their progress not 
checked. In the battle the British had 474 
men killed, wounded, or captured, General 
Symons being among the slain. 7 

The Boer columns advanced, however, so 
numerously that the entire British force in 
northern Natal narrowly escaped disaster. 
Several heavy engagments followed each 
other within a few days, the several British 
columns seeking to effect a junction at Lady- 
smith for mutual protection. 


Battle of Elandslaagte. 


The battle of Elandslaagte was fought on 
Oct. 20, the British losing 258 men, but, gain- 
ing a temporary advantage. 

On Oct. 24 the battle of Reitfontein gave 
the British another slight advantage, en- 
abling all the forces in northern Natal to 
concentrate at Ladysmith. 

The fighting for the possession of Lady- 
smith practicatly continued from Oct. 24 until 
Nov. 1, and included the engagements at 
Nicholson’s Nek and at Farquhar’s Farm, 
in which the British lost 1,284 men. 

The siege of Ladysmith began on Nov. 2, 
the tewn being invested by 20,000 to 30,000 
Boers under General Joubert, with Louis 
Botha seeond in command. 


Four Distinct Campaigns. 

From this point the war diverged into four 
distinct campaigns: 

1. General Buller's efforts to raise the siege 
of Ladysmith. | . ; | 

2. Lord Methuen's attempt to relieve the 
besieged garrison at Kimberley. 
3. The Boer siege of Mafeking.

| Efforts to Save Ladysmith. 
General Buller’s campaign for the relief 
of Ladysmith was one of the most disastrous 
in British military history. His first action 
was at Willow Grange on Nov. 23, where he 
checked the southern progress of the Boer 
invasion, losing eighty-seven men. Then 
after three weeks’ preparation for the ad-

tralians and Canadians, British strength in 
south Africa was raised to 180,000 men, and 
Lord Roberts began a campaign on Feb. 9. 
General French, with a cavalry division, 
crossed the frontier into the Orange Free 
State, made a detour, and got past Cronje’s 
army at Magersfontein. Cronje was com- 
pelled to withdraw, and with his entire army 
retreated to the eastward, leaving the way 
open to Kimberley, which town was relieved 
on Feb. 15. 

Cronje, with his army, fell back hurriedly 
toward Bloemfontein, but was so closely pur- 
sued by Lord Kitchener that he was com- 
pelled to halt and intrench himself at Paar- 
deburg on Feb. 17. For ten days Lord Kitch- 
ener assaulted the Boer position, losing heav- 
ily, but in the end Cronje was compelled to 
surrender with 4,000 men on Feb. 27. Kitch- 
ener lost 1,534 men in the ten days’ fighting. 
Cronje and his men were a few weeks later

Advance on Pretoria Begins. 


Lord Roberts resumed his advance toward 
Pretoria on May 3, the Boers under General 
Delarey retiring to the northeast. After a 
series of engagements and flanking. move- 
ments Lord Roberts crossed the Vaal River 
on May 27 without. resistance. Johannes- 
burg was entered on May 31, and Pretoria 
the capital of the Transvaal Republic on 
June 5, President Kruger and the Boer offi- 
cials taking flight on a special train that had 
been kept in readiness for such an emer- 
gency. 


Siege of Mafeking Raised. 
Incident to the capture of Pretoria came 
the relief of Mafeking. The Boers, under 
pressure of a British mounted force sent 
for the relief of the town by Lord Roberts, 
withdrew on May 18. The siege of Mafeking 
was one of the most notable features of the 
war. It began with the outbreak of hostili- 
ties on Oct. 12, 1899, and the town wae not 
free until May 18, 1900. When the siege 
began there were 9,000 persons in the town 
of whom less than 2,000 were whites. ;

Prinsloo Surrenders 4,140 Men. 
The campaign against Prinsloo and Olivier 
was conducted by Generals Hunter, Mac- 


Donald, Clements, Paget, and Bruce Hamil- 


ton. The action was brief and decisive... The 
Boers were surrounded in the Little Caledon 


Valley, near Bethlehem, and on July 30 


Prinsloo surrendered with 4,140 men and the 
same number of horses. Olivier refused to 
abide by the agreement to surrender, and, 
‘with 1,500 men, succeeded in breaking a way. 
through the British lines. 

Delarey’s and Steyn's commands, north- 
west of Pretoria, were finally broken.up by 
Carrington and Baden-Powell. De Wet, who 


‘had joined Delarey, escaped to the Orange 


Free State again with oniy 800 men. Steyn 

got free and found Kruger, while Delarey 

went into hiding onty to reappear later. 
The campaign against Botha was more in 


accordance with modern military science. It 


was conducted by Lord Roberts in person, 
assisted by Buller and Pole-Carew. Botha’s 
forces were pressed steadily eastward, al- 
though he fought stubbornly every foot of 
the ground. President Kruger was cem- 
pelled to move . repeatedly. Botha and 
Kruger made their last stand at Lydenburg. 
But Buller attacked him on Sept. 8, defeated 
him, and the Boer army was scattered and 


completely demoralized. President Kruger | 


fled to Lourenzo Marquez, the port of Portu- 
‘guese east Africa, and later proceeded to 
Europe on a Dutch warship. 

‘Botha and most of his men escaped cap- 
ture, but: Pienaar, with 3,000 Boers, sur- 
rendered to Pole-Carew and Ian Hamilton, 
with arms, ammunition, and horses. 


England Annexes Boer Republics. ‘ 


In the meantime Lord Roberts had issued 
his proclamation formally annexing the 
Transvaal to the British crown. Again the 
British public believed the war was prac- 
tically, ended. Botha, De Wet, Steyn, 
Olivier, and Delarey were in hiding, and 
Kruger had fied to Europe. Lord Roberts 
late in the year returned to England to re- 
ceive his reward in the shape of an Earldom 
and the appointment of Commander-in- 
Chief of the British army. A provisional 
government was formed for the annexed re- 
publics, with Lord Milner as Governor. Lord 
Kitchener was made commander-in-chief of 
all British forces in south Africa. That was 
in the closing weeks of the year 1900. 

But Great Britain was to face still another 
year of war with the Boers. The military 


campaign of the year 1901 was unlike any- 


thing the British army had contended with 
in its history. Lord Kitchener had a force 
of 200,000 men at his disposal. The Boers 
were credited with having a fighting force 
of not exceeding 15,000, and many.estimates 
placed the number even lower than that. 
With 200,000 men Lord Kitchener was balked 
for a year by a force of 15,000 or less. True, 
he faced difficulties perhaps not fully appre- 
ciated by the outside world, or even the peo- 
ple of England. 


Guerrilla Warfare Begins. 


The war in 1901 had degenerated into a 
guerrilla struggle in which the Boers, al- 
though fighting henocially against enormous 
odds, were losing ‘steadily. There was no 
regular military campaign. The story can 
only be told in paragraphs of detached 
pieces of information of British losses or 
successful Boer raids. The events of the 
year may be sketched briefly as follows: 

On Jan. 6 forty British officers and men 
were killed or wounded in an engagement 
at Lindley, Orange River Colony. 

The month of February was full of action. 
On the 3d the Boers captured the British post 
at Modderfontein in the Transvaal. Gen- 
eral Louis Botha with 2,000 men attacked 
a British force under General Smith-Dorien 
at Orange camp and was repulsed after hard 
fighting, in which both sides lost heavily. 


On the same day another column of Boers 


cut the Delagoa Bay railroad. On the 16th 
De Wet crossed the railway and attacked the 
British at Bartman's Siding, but was re- 
pulsed by the arrival of Colonel Crabbe and 
an armored train. On Feb. 19 the Boers 
blew up a supply train at Kip River. On 
Feb. 22 a battle was fought at Piet Retief, in 
which the Boers, 5,000 strong, under Botha. 
were defeated by General French: In the 
closing days of the month the Boers sur- 
fered somewhat severely, De Wet's force be- 
ing scattered, another party of 300 Boers 
being captured by General French at Mid- 
dleburg.

Millions Already Lost. 


The fourth week of the strike begins to- 
morrow. Allowing them six days a week 
of labor which they would have had in the 
condition of the coal market the loss to the 
miners for the three weeks of idleness is 
"$3,890,000, the loss to other employés put 
out of work becduse of the strike is $900,000, 
and the ‘loss to the operators is $7,800,000. 
Thus the loss to date by the strike to em- 
ployers and employés is $12,504,000. The 
usiness-men of the region estimate their 
loss at approximately $2,225,000. 


Mitchell Thinks Condition Grave. 

President Mitchell said tonight that this 
ie the first time in the history of his organi- 
zation that the union was compelled to call 
out this class of employés and thus endan- 
ger the safety of the mines. In all other in- 
stances be said the demands were granted. 

There is a fear throughout the coal belt 
that the coming week will witness more or 
legs serious disturbances. Tomorrow is 
looked upon by well informed persons as a 
critical day, but it is not believed that any 
serious trouble in the way of violence will 
take place. It is a fact that the labor lead- 
ers have counseled the strikers to remain 
quiet and commit no violation of the law. 

It is claimed by the union that-nearly all 
of the pumpmen and firemen will quit work 
and that about three-fourths of the engi- 
neers will also refuse to continue work. This 
claim was privately admitted today by a 
company official familiar with the situation. 


Union to Make Canvass. 


‘While the plans of the union have not been 
made public, it is known that a thorough 
system has been mapped out with a view of 
getting out those men who will refuse to quit 
tomorrow. A house-to-house canvass wil! 
be started, which, no doubt, will have con- 
siderable effect. The methods that have been 
adopted in regard to the non-union men who 
will take the strikers’ places are not known. 

Practically all the non-union men to be em- 
ployed are now in the region. The com- 
panies say that the number of those who 
have volunteered to fill- strikers’ places has 
been surprisingly large and that no difficulty . 
has been encountered in selecting good men. 


Private Police Put On. 


An army of approximately 3,000 armed 
coal and iron policemen, sworn in under a 
law of the State of Pennsylvania, is in the 
field tonight ready to protect these men and 
the mining properties. There are also scat- 
tered throughout the country, it is said, 
about 1,000 men who are doing secret work 
for the companies. Every colliery in the 
coal belt has either a board or a barbed wire 
fence around it. At some of the mines 
“camp” cars are lying on the siding for 
the accommodation of non-union men, most 
of whom will live within the colliery con- 
fines during the suspension. 

A journey through the thickly populated 
parts of this (Wyoming) district today found 
that the idle mine workers are greatly in- 
censed at the importation of strangers. 
Those workmen who have decided to remain 
at work tomorrow also came in for consider- 
able condemnation. 

Sheriff Schadt today posted a notice at 
each colliery in Lackawanna County warn- 
ing all persons not employed at the mines 
to keep away from those properties and not 
to violate the law in any way. 

Tomorrow marks the beginning‘ of the 
fourth week of the total suspension of min- 
ing.

JAPANESE DROWNED-IN STORM. 


| Reports from the. Orient Tells of Loss 


of Hundreds of 
Fishermen, 

Victoria, B. C., June 1. Oriental advices 
by steamer today say that news from 
Hokhalda tells of the drowning of 300 Jap- 
anese fishermen in gales early in May off 
that coast. Off the Islands of Teuri and 
Yokishiri there were 122 boats engaged in 
fishing for herring when the storm began. 
No less than seventy boats were cast away, 
and out of a total of 1,855 men 220 were 
drowned. From other fishing districts wrecks 
were reported, and the loss of life is great. 

The Japanese cruiser Yayeyama, sent to 
relieve the wrecked. Musabi at Nemuro, was 
wrecked in the same harbor during the 
storm. The crew was saved. 

Tokio papers give news of large increases 
to the Japanese fleet. It is said that the 
present 285.202 tons of warships in com- 
missionsand building will be increased by 
the addition of five first-class line of battle- 
ships; two .first-class_.cruisers,.eight second- 
class cruisers, and ten. torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, a total of twenty-five vessels with 
an aggregate displacement of 135,900 tons.

David Taylor Says He Awoke 
in a Bed Saturated with 
Blazing Oil.

ONCE CUT WITH A RAZOR. 

Edward Virgus, the Alleged As- 
sailant, Is Put Under 


F time within a month Davié 
Taylor of 4124 Thirty-ninth street yesterday 
reported to the police at the Brighton Park 
Station that he had been made the victim of 
a murderous agsault. Taylor declared that 
in the second attempt on his Mfe a man en- 
tered his sleeping-room «between 3 and 5 
o'clock in the morning, poured kerosene on 
the bed, and set fire to it while he was asleep. 

A peculiar phase of the case is that Taylor 
declares Edward Vigus ts the man who twice 
attempted to kill him. After the first attack 
Vigus was arrested and identified by Tay- 
lor. He was held to the grand jury, but a 
“no bill” was the result, 

Yesterday Taylor again accuged Vigus, and. 
the man was arrested a second time. Taylor, 
says an old grudge inspired both attacks. 

First Attack with Razor.’ 

Three weeks ago Lietitenant Gorman and 
Sergeant Burlingame investigated the 
charges made by Taylor. He told a straight- 
forward story that he had been awakened 
by some ore seizing him by the throat and 
brandishing a razor, with the exclamation: 

you.” 

Taylor said 255 N 0 Vigus by a 
dim light that burned in the room and that 
he struggled to save himself from the razor, 
escaping with several slashes across the 
chest and on the left arm, 

Taylor said Vigus endeavored to escape 
identification by breaking the lamp and ex- 
tinguishing the light, but that he had pur- 
sued him a short distance and was positive 
of his identity. After a search of several 
days Vigus was arrested at Clark and Madi- 
son streets and held to the grand jury. When 
the case was taken up by the grand jury 
the identification was said to be incomplete. 


Burning Oil This Time. 

Nothing more was heard of the matter by 
the police until 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when Taylor entered the station. His 
| hair was nearly all burned off and his eye- 
brows and lashes were singed. There had 
been a fire at his house an hour before, and 
he told the second story of a murderous at- 
tack by Vigus, fire this , time being the. 
agency employed. 

Taylor said -he had awakened barely in 

e to save himself and his two young 
daughters, who were asleep in the next 
room, and had jumped out of the window 
in pursult of the man wee had attempted 
to kill him. 

Vigus, Taylor says, was running 
through the rear yard of the house. 

When Taylor had told his story the police 
and members ef Engine Company No. 6 
went to Taylor's house and discovered that 
kerosene had been used freely about the 
room, as not only the bed in which Taylor 
had been asleep but various articles of fur- 
niture were gaturated with the oil. 

Detectives were sent out to arrest Vigus 
and they found him about noon at Clark 
and Kinzie streets, and he was locked up. 


| Also Suspects His Wife. 

In questioning Taylor Lieutenant Gorman 
drew from him a statement of belief that his 
wife and Vigus had conspired to get him 
out of the way, and that both assaults had 


away 


been committed after plans arranged by 


them. Taylor declared that Vigus at one 
time was a boarder at his house. 

‘When arrested Vigus declared he had 
passed Saturday night and Sunday morning 
in his own room and could prove an alibi. 

He denied the charges made by Taylor, and 
said that Taylor e the fire to get him 
into trouble.

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NEW RECORD FOR SUICIDE 


FIFTY DURING MAY HIGHEST 
NUMBER IN CHICAGO. 


Deaths from Bright’s Disease Also Un- | 
precedented in the City, and Health 
Department Attributes the Causes 

in Both Cases to the Effects of In- 
fluensza Poison — Mortality During 
Month Is Lower than in Aprtl, but 
More than Last Year. 


Fifty persons committed suicide in Chi- 
cago during the month of May. This is the 
greatest number ever recorded, according to 
the Health department. 

During the same period there were 134 
deaths from Bright’s disease, which also is 
unprecedented. The excessive and steadi! 
Increasing mortality from these two causes, 
as well as from pneumonia, says the depart-

effects of the influenza poison, which fs said 
to be a subject demanding a share at least of 
the attention being paid so exclusively to 
consumption, 


Increase in Death Rate. 

“ Unrevised returns to the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics for May,” continues the report, 
show a total of 2,128 deaths from all causes. 
These figures are 144 fewer than for the 


previous month, April, but are 82 in excess 
of those for May, 1901. Notwithstanding this 
excess, the rate per 1,000 of populatien is 
substantially the same—13.70 for May, 1901, 
and 13.75 for May, 1902. 

“ During the first five months of the cur- 
rent year 11,223 deaths have been recorded 
as against 10,293 in 1901, an excess of 9 per 
cent in number, and of 5.2 per cent in propor- 
tion to population. The year 1901, however, 
has passed into history as the record year 
of low mortality, not only in Chicago but 
throughout the world generally. The Chi- 
cago rate for the year was 13.65 per 1,000 of 
the estimated midyear population, 1,758,025, 
and was 21 per cent lower than the St. Louis 


per cent lower than Bost and 35 cent 
lower than New York. 


Excess Mortality Among Children. 


this year comes from the age group under 
5 years, and of this the period between 1 and 
5 years contributes 81 per cent. The acute 
respiratory diseases, bronchitis and pneu- 
monia, have been especially rife and unusu-. 
ally fatal among children at these ages, and 
scarlet fever has also been excessively prev- 
alent. Infants under 1 year of age contrib- 
ute 9.5 per cent of the excess, while the aged, 
those over 60 years, show a slight decline. 


Smallpox Situation Satisfactory. 

* The smallpox situation maintains its sat- 
isfactory character. Of the fourteen new 
cases discovered up to noon of Saturday only 
one claimed he had ever been vaccinated. 
One-half the new cases were colored per- 
sons.

RAILROAD COMMISSION 
SEEKS CUT IN RATES. 
Meeting will Be Held Tomorrow at 


Springfield to Devise Some Relief for 
Shippers—Freights High in Illinois. 


— — 


Springfield, III., June 1.— [Special. I—A 
meeting of the State Railroad and Ware- 
house commission will be held in this city 
on Tuesday for the purpose of giving ship- 
pers and railroad representatives a hearing 
on the proposition for a general reduction 
in rates and the revision of the classifications 
in INingis in freight shipments. 

As compared with adjoining States, the 
rates in lilinois are high. and the shippers 
of this State are placed at a decided disad- 
vantage in competing with manufacturers 


and jobbers in surrounding territory. It iss 


generally expected that a sweeping reduc- 
tion in rates and a general revision of classi- 


fications will result. 


The shippers and tariff bureaus will ask 
for a general reduction both in classifica- 
tions and in rates, At the suggestion of 
the commission the various shipping inter- 
ests of this section of the middle West have 
forwarded to the board their requests for 
changes, and these have been tabulated and 
arranged in a manner convenient for con- 
sideration. The St. Louis tariff bureau has 
been particularly active in the matter and 
has requested a great many reductions. 
Others that have replied to the commis- 
sion’s request are wholesale grocers and 
merchants of Chicago and local merchants’ 
associations from all over the State. 


Rates Found to Be High. 


A comparison of the rates existing in the 
States of Indiana and Illinois has been pre- 
pared by the commission, and it shows the 
rates in this State to be greatly in the ex- 
cess. For example, iron and steel in the 
Eastern States is placed in the fifth class, 
while in Illinois it is placed in the third and 
fourth classes. Following is a comparative 
table showing the rates now existing in 
Indiana and Illinois for a 262-mile haul: .

Tuley’s Municipal Ownership Plan. 

The Legislative committee also submitted 
a bill to be presented to the Legislature pro- 
viding for municipal owership of the street 
railways. The draft was made by Judge 
Murray F. Tuley at the request of the com- 
mittee, and has his indorsement. The bill. 
recently completed but never published, is 
as follows: , 
Concerning municipal ownership of street  rail- 

roads—Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois, represented in General Assembly. 

Section 1.—That all incorporated cities in this 
State be and are hereby vested with power and 
authority to lay down, construct, maintain, and 
operate with horse, or other motive power, street 
railr „ On, upon, over, under, or across any 
streets, alleys, highways, or public grounds within 
the limits of the city, andto lease to any person or 
corporation, for the operation of any street rall- 
road which the city may own, have an interest in. 
or be entitled to the possession of, by contract, 
condemnation, or otherwise—for any length of time 
not excseding twenty years, upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon by ordinance or 
written contract. 

Section 2.—Every Incorporated city is hereby vest- 
ed with power and authority to obtain or take by 
purchase or Otherwise, or by condemnation, all 
the real estate, property, franchises, licenses, and 
easements of every nature or kind of any strest 
railroad, and of any person or corporation owning 
or operating by lease or otherwise, any street rail- 
road within-the city limits, operated by horse or 
other power, on, upon, over, under, or across any 
street, alley, or public ground (or private ground 
in connection therewith, but if the city shall de- 
sire to obtain or take the same by condemnation 
of the same for public use it shall make due com- 
pensation therefor; such compensation and dam- 
ages sustained by reason of-such taking shall be 
ascertained and proceedings therefore shall be had 
—in like manner as provided in 
vide for the exerci¢e/of power of eminent domain,“ 
chapter 47, revised statutes of Illinois. 

Section 3.—This act shall be in force from and 
‘after its passage.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright, 1002, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


F, as expected, peace in south Africa has 
become an accomplished fact by the 
time that this letter appears in print, 
England will be confronted by a dim- 
culty which will call for immediate set- 
tlement, and of the existemce of which but 
few people have been aware until now. It 


is the status of those civilian prisoners, 


British subjects or aliens, who have been 
eonvicted during the war by courts-martial. 
According to the English code, as soon as 
the actual hostilities are at an end the 
martial law ceases, and it becomes the duty 
of the military authorities to hand over 
their prisoners to the civil power. The civil 


| courts, however, will not and cannot 


a court-martial in the same light as an- 
other civil court, and cannot take any cog- 
nizance of the convictions or acquittals of 
a military tribunal unless Parliament at 
once passes an act of indemnity, legally 
confirming all sentences pronounced by the 
courts-martial during the war and granting 
a right of appeal to those under such sen- 
tence to the civil Judges. 

Unless this act of indemnity its quickly 
passed by both Houses of Parliament—and 
it will be bitterly obstructed in every pos- 
sible way by the Nationalist party and by 
the pro-Boers in the House of Commons— 
foreign governments will be justified in ex- 
acting the immedfate release of such of 
their subjects as are being held under sen- 


bunals in south Africa. 7 
— 

The appeal of the Aborigines Protection 
society in behalf of the natives of the Congo 
State to the governments of the United 
States, Great Britain, and of those other 
great powers who took part in that Con- 
gress of Berlin whereby the Congo Valley 
was established as a Free State, under the 
sovereignty of the King of the Belgians, 
is at length about to be heard, and the ruler 
so justly described as the “ Arch-Shylock 
of European Royalty is about to be called 
to an accounting of his stewardship. The 
powers which were responsible for handing 
over to him 1,000,000 square miles of African 
territory are about to investigate how his 
practically absolute powers have been em- 
ployed and how it is that with a view of 
replenishing his coffers he has inaugurated 
a syetem which subjects the black tribes 
intrusted to his care to sufferings such as 
the Arab slave traders never in their worst 
days inflicted, 

— 


It was stipulated by the treaty of Berlin 
that the Congo Valley should enjoy absolute 
freedom of commerce, and that its native in- 
habitants should have extended to them the 
benefits of civil rights and law, as under- 
stood in Europe. So far from these stipula- 
tions having been fulfilled the history of the 
Congo Free State under King Leopold’s rule 
has been one hjdeous tale of extortion, blood- 
shed, rapine, and the most frightful cruelty. 

Leopold, utterly forgetful of his promise to 
extend absolute freedom of commerce to all 
and wholly regardless of preéxistent native 
rights to the soil, started out by proclaiming 
his ownership of ninety-hundredths of the 
whole area, part of it belonging to him as 
sovereign of the Congo and part of it as be- 
longing to his private estate, or domaine 
privée. Rubber is the principal produce of 
the Congo, and in a lesser degree ivory. 
Both of these articles were in the same way 
proclaimed by King Leopold the property of 
the state and of the domaine privée. 

Having thus established these monopolies, 
King Leopold proceeded to farm certain of 
them out to companies in return for a royalty 
of 50 per cent, working the others himself. 
The natives who had been accustomed from 
time immemorial to regard the rubber as 
their property were reluctant to give it for 
nothing, or to go to the trouble of gathering 
if not remunerated. Accordingly a system 
of taxation was devised by Leopold whereby 
each district was compelled, no matter how, 
to furnish a certain amount of rubber, either 
to the companies farming the monopolies 
from the King or else to the agente of his 
domaine privée. When they were unable to 
furnish the amount compulsion was em- 
ployed. Native troops, provided with mod- 
ern arms and under the command of the 
vilest kind of white riffraff that can be 
found in the dark continent, were let loose 
among the people who had failed, often 
through no fault of their own, to furnish the 
required amount of rubber. In some villages 
every man, woman, and child have had their 
‘left hand sliced off at the wrist. In other 
villages they have been deprived of their 
noses. Indeed, every conceivable mutilation 
has been practiced, and, not content with 
killing the defaulting villagers, the native 
soldiery have even been allowed to satisfy 
their canibalistic instincts and to eat them. 


Slavery is the order of the day in the 
Congo. The worst erimes of the Arab slave 
traders of former times have been outdone, 


of Africa and a disgrace to all those civ- 
iliged powers which have instrusted King 
Leopold with the sovereignty of the Free 
State. The evidence of the devildom which 
reigns in King Leopold's transpontine pos- 
sessions rests on unimpeachable authority. 
Public meetings are being held in the various 
European cities about the matter. The Lord 
Mayor of London called a great gathering 
at the Mansion House the other day to con- 
sider the question, where statesmen of the 
importance of Sir Charles Dilke were loud 
in their denunciations of the monarch whois 
primarily responsible for the condition of 
affairs in the Free State. Indeed, it looks 
much as if King Leopold were in danger of 
losing ere long not only his throne of Bel- 
gium but likewise his sovereignty of the 
Free State. | 
— 


Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria must now 
be added to the list of rulers whose states 
are unabie to fulfill their financial obliga- 
tions, and who may therefore be reckoned 
as insolvent and as defaulters. For two 
years past not one cent of the eastern 
Roumelian tribute, payable by the Bul- 
garian Treasury to the Council of Admin- 
istration of the Ottoman public debt at 
Constantinople, and pledged to foreign bond- 
holders, has been paid, and it is only through 
thé financial assistance of Russia that tne 
Bulgarian Treasury has been able to pay the 
interest on the debt contracted in France. 
Russia finds her advantage in lending money 
to Bulgaria, by exacting 6 or 7 per cent in- 
terest, and obtaining it in Germany and 
Holland at 4 per cent, being careful to se- 
cure handsome collateral in the shape of 
hypothecation of customs revenues and in 
the obtaining of monopolies of one kind and

This system of borrowing from Russia, how- 
ever, cannot go on forever, and, indeed, 
there is every probability that within a

WITH $2,000,000 CAPITAL. 


Quarters will Be in the Home Insur- 
ance Building—Chicago Bank Clear- 
ings for May Show Small Gain Over

This morning the Federal Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank will open for business in the quar- 
ters formerly occupied by the Union Na- 
tional Bank in the Home Insurance Build- 
ing.

GERMANS COPY YANKEE GOODS. 


Meet Competition in Furniture and, 
Other Articles by Imitating Popu-. 
lar American Wares. 


Washingtof, D. C., June 1.—[Special. 14 
‘serious menace to American trade in Ger- 
many, which has assumed large proportions 
in recent years, has been discovered in the 
imitation by European firms of ‘goods of 
American manufacture. This imitation has 
deen carried on t® the greatest extent in 
articles of office and household furniture. 
‘The information is given out today by Fred- 
erick Emory, chief of the Bureau of For- 
eign Commerce, in a volume entitled Com- 
mercial Relations for 1901.“ 

The inroads of American commerce. are 
shown by ‘the fact that the ancient lace 
of Charlemagne is being rendvated with 
Georgia pine, California plums and pears are 
preferred in the German Empire to formerly 
famous fruits from nearby Italy, Servia, and 
Bosnia, and American machinery is being 
‘used to improve the water-works of Aix-la- 
Chapelle. 

In spite of the trade depression prevail- 
ing in ‘Germany the orts of American 
goods are advancing, according to the re- 
ports of the consplar officers in that coun- 
try, espectally in ‘certain lines,“ says Mr. 
Emory. Our furniture is popular, particu- 


larly that meant for office use. Our chairs 


and desks are kept in stock by the dealers 
in Breslau. Consul E. H. Ozmun of Stutt- 
Sart notes that the competition of German 
articles copied after American patterns is 
making inroads into what otherwise would 
be a splendid market for our goods. 
Consul H. W. Harris of Mannheim says 
that while eighteen months ago our office 
furniture had the field almost wholly to it- 
self, today roll-top desks, file cases, book- 


| keepers’ desks, typewriters’ desks, and other 
office furniture of American design but of 


German make are sharing the market. The 
same, he says, is true of bath tubs and other 
sanitary appliances. The Ameritan bath tub 
has been so nearly copied that an ordinary 
observer cannot distinguish between the na- 
tive and the imported article. 

German shoes are now for sale in Mann- 
heim shaped, lined, stitched, marked, num 
bered, and put into boxes in almost exact | 
imitation of the American shoe. Neverthe- 
less, our goods are making their way. Our 
cash registers, hardware, crackers, tools, 
etc., are imported, as well as draft horses. 
Our agricultural apparatus, woodworking 
machinery, tools, locks, oil stoves, ink, and 
canned goods are noted by Consul Man as 
advancing in impertance, though he says 
that they seem to be gaining the trade 
through their merits only, as it is not evident | 
that any special advertising of them is done. 

“Consul Harris of Mannheim says the 
ability of American shoe manufacturers to 
place their wares in the continental markets 
is past the experimental stage, and that 
neary every European capital and many of 
the smiler cities now have one or more shoe 
stores stocked with a large per ent of United 
States goods.“

The injury to Robinson was one of the 
oddest known to Western track annals.

He was forced to 
stretch over the hurdle, and in clearing it he 
lit on his heel, with his leg straightened. 
The knee dislocated backward and the small 
bone in the leg snapped. His ankle was also 
badly twisted.
